Only p ersons with short memories will believe that 
the General Motors formula for gearing wages to the 
cost-of-living p rep ared by the Federal Bureau of 
Labor Statistics will be accep table to labor unions over 
the long p ull. The reverse gear is missing. 
While the formula has great attraction as a means 
of raising wage scales in p rop ortion to increases in 
living costs, it remains to be seen how much attraction 
it would have as a means of reducing wage scales if 
living costa drop p ed. 
In the formula as written, em­ 
p loyes could not be given more than a 5-cent net de­ 
crease, and even that might create too much resent­ 
ment to mak e It p racticable. 
When the time comes to write a new contract with 
a new elevator clause in it, economic p ressure may be 
running in a deflationary direction. 
Elevators, after 
all, do not go up indefinitely. Sometimes they come 
down. But it’s not to be imagined that unlqn leader­ 
ship ever would be willing to tie wage scales to a de­ 
scending cost of living 
That was not the p olicy of unions during the last 
deflationary p eriod 
Wage scales were k ep t high.

was Judged to be better to work fractional time at 
high rates than to work full time at lower rates. The 
building trades p articularly were adam ant In refusal 
to lower their scales.

Breast-fed Baby Is Healthiest 
BY HERMAN N. BLNDESBN, M. D. 
WHEN life begins too soon, death 
wins easy victories. The baby born 
before the usual time must receive 
very sp ecial care if he is to survive. 
The leas he weighs, the harder he is 
to care for. The more immature he 
is, the teas he is fitted for indep end­ 
ent life. 
Even with all the 
resources 
of 
modern science—incubators to k eep 
them warm, sp ecial devices and p ro­ 
cedures to guard them against infec­ 
tions, and that best of all 
baby 
foods, mother’s milk —it is imp os­ 
sible to save all these p rematurely- 
born infanta. 
Thus, everything p ossible should 
be done to k eep babies from being 
born before the full term of p reg­ 
nancy has elap sed. 
Sp ecial Studies 
Some sp ecial studies on women 
who rep eatedly gave birth to p re­ 
mature babies, have been made by 
Dr. Eleanor Delfs, of Johns Hop ­ 
k ins School of Medicine. She con­ 
cluded that many such women were 
suffering from lack of thyroid se­ 
cretion. 
In almost three-fourths of the 
p atients studied by her, such a de­ 
ficiency was noted. Some of them 
also lack ed certain of the secretions 
from the sex glands, and vitamin E. 
When there is a lack of thyroid 
secretion, it is suggested that thy­ 
roid extract be given, starting three 
or four months before p regnancy 
occurs, and that it 
be 
oontinued 
throughout the term of p regnancy. 
Failure to begin treatm ent with 
the thyroid extract 
early 
enough 
may account for some of the fail­ 
ures and disap p ointments with this 
form of treatment. 
Of course, in those cases in which 
there is a lack of sex gland secre­ 
tions or 
vitamin E 
these 
things 
must also be sup p lied. 
Vigorous Sp orts 
In addition to treatm ent with 
gland extracts, it would ap p ear in­ 
advisable for these women to en­ 
gage in vigorous sp orts, strenuous 
activities, or hard 
work . 
On 
the 
other hand, ordinary household du­ 
ties and similar occup ations are 
p ermissible. 
It is imp ortant that over-tiredness 
and fatigue be avoided. Long p e­ 
riods of rest in bed are ap p arently 
not necessary. 
Proof of the success of this treat­ 
ment is found in the fact that

women who had p reviously had 1&5 


p regnancies, 
with 
only 12 living 
babies had 29 live babies in 43 p reg­ 
nancies after treatm ent with the 
thyroid extract. 
Any woman who rep eatedly gives 
birth to p remaure infanta should, of 
course, consult her p hysician for 
careful study and treatm ent.
